FROM SPAIN—VIA GIBRALTAR. 

The Gibralter Chronicle to the 27th of 
Feb, brought by the brig Active, arrived at 
New-York, contains the proceedings of 
the Spanish Cortes, in regard to the South 
American Colonies, up to the 12th of the 
same month. The Cortes urge the decla- 
ration to foreign governments, that Spain 
has not given up her right to her provin- 
ces beyond the seas, and that, therefore, 
she will consider asa violation of the erist- 
ing treatica, the frartial or absolute acknow- 
ledgment of their independence before the 
difference between them and the mother 
country shall have been adjusted. ‘This 
speaks a determination inimical to the 
views and jute measures of our govern- 
ment, and pet haps will occasion some con- 
troversy, but cannot, in the present unset- 
tled state of Spain, lead to any hostile 
measures on tireir part. 
The Gibraltar papers continue to detail 
the riotous proceedings of the brigends in 
the interior of Spain; but the government 
does not seem to be under any appichen- 
sion as to the consequences. 
Intelligence had been received at Gib- 
ralter that that furious veteran, Ali Pacha, 
seemed nearly at his last gasp. He is said 
to have only 400 men left, and that they are 
afflicted with the scurvy. 
The ‘Turks continue to hold possession 
of Patras making frequent sortics on the 
Greeks, from whom they carry off consid- 
crabie hooty. In the meantime the war 
continued to be one of extermination, and 
the most horrible excesses are said to be 
practised by both of the contending partics.

A rumor prevails that the Bank will at 
Jength be induced to discount paper at four 
instead of five per cent. . 

Several petitions have been presented in 
the house of commons, from the Radicals 
in different parts of the Kingdom, in fa- 
vour of Hunt, confined in Ilchester goal. 

The French Minister of War has pub- 
lished a letter honourably exculpating the 

2d regiment of artillery, from any parti- 
cipation in the conspiracy of Nantes. The 

Minister considers, that all fears of inter- 
nal commotion in Franee have wholly sub- 
sided. 

The venerable Earl of Egmont, aged 85, 
died on Monday, Feb.25. He is succeed- 
ed in his titles and English and Irish 
estates, byhis only son John Viscount Per- 
cival. 

The Spanish Cortes have recently de- 
creed, that all Spanish vessels employed in 
the slave trade are to be forfeited, and the 
owners, fttere out, Masters, anc officers 
condemned to ten years’ labour on the pub- 
lic works. All foreigners entering Spans 
ish ports with slaves on board, shali be lia- 
ble to the same penalties; and all. slaves 
found on board shall be set free. We trust 
these regulations will be seriously carried 
into cflcct. 

Accounts fiom Paris state, that the 
Greeks had taken Athens from the Turks, 
and hoisted the standard of independence 
upon its ramparts.

Atall other times he la- 
boured under a profound melancholy, dur- 
ing which he composed some of his best 
pieces, particularly his celebrated Requie mr, 
the circumstances attending it were re- 
markable. One day, when lis spirits were 
unusually Oppressed, a stranger, of a tall,

quest he would compose a solemn Mass, 
as a requiem for the suul of a fiend, whom
